Future of Our Schools 
Requires Planning Now 


Nothing more dramatically illustrates 
the fact there is no one-mindedness in 
the South on the issue of schools than 
what goes on in Virginia and Arkansas, 

In Virginia the governor is giving 
sympathetic ear to parents who, in Nor- 
folk, Charlottesville and Front Royal, 
are demanding local authority to reopen 
their schools, The state can give this au- 
thority. But no state funds can be paid 
to them. 

The parents have 
platform: 

1. We are determined to pursue every 
lawful means to open our schools. 

2. We are concerned with neither en- 
couraging integration nor perpetuating 
segregation. 

3. We oppose any private school sys- 
tem as a substitute for our time-honored 
public school system. 

Indications are that schools in the 
larger cities will be reopened on a de- 
segregated basis and that in January, 
or sooner, the Legislature will make 
funds available to those school districts 
which have chosen to retain their pub- 
lic school system. 

In Arkansas Gov.-Faubus, while fight- 
ing desperately to keep Little Rock’s 
schools segregated, has allowed five other 
smaller cities which chose. to do so to 
continue with desegregated classes, most 
of them in their second year of such op- 
eration. There are no plans for reopening 
the schools of Little Rock in evidence 
now. 

Arkansas has, for a good many years, 
had Negroes in its university system and 
Virginia two years ago opened university 
doors to them. 

The Southern picture always has of- 
fered these contrasts. 

“The South” is no longer in complete 
resistance. It is the Deep South which 
understandably because of its old cus- 
toms and traditions remains determined 
to close its schools when the court orders 
come. There will be some months, per- 
haps a year, before that dread day of de- 
_ Cision arrives. : 

In the meantime, the people of this 
state and of the Deep South deserve some 
planning by their leadership. Obviously 
we cannot, as some have proposed, sell 
the 700 million dollars of school proper- 
ties. Somehow we must educate our 
children. We owe it to them to give them 
a chance with the children of other 
states. If the state is not to operate 
schools, then it must somehow find a 
way to enable communities to do so. A 
states’ rights program should include lo- 
cal rights.

CONCERN OVER GERMANS 


If there is more anxiety in Mos- 
cow. about Poland than Czecho- 
slovakia, there should be still 
more about East Germany. Since 
Khrushchev gave the hated dic- 
tator, Walter Ulbricht, his bless- 
ing early this summer, the com- 
munizing pressure has steadily 
increased, and with it the exodus 
to West Germany—especially of 
doctors, scientists and teachers. 
Eight hundred doctors alone, al- 
most 20 per cent of all East 
Germany's physicians, fled in the 
first eight months of this year. 
The cream of East Germany’s 
intelligence is draining away, and 
the tension has risen s0 rapidly 
and dangerously that the Com- 
munist bosses have taken fright 
and begun to ease the pressure. 


The possible consequences of a 
new East German revolt are not 
overlooked in Moscow. We can 
only surmise what the West Ger- 
mans would do. And if they 
joined their Eastern brothers, 
what would the Red Army do? 


So it seems likely that Yugo- 
slavia is not the only headache 
for Moscow, and that Poland, 
East Germany, Hungary, and 
perhaps other occupants of the 
Soviet corral, are also a source 
of anxiety. But the biggest of all 
is China! And I will have some- 
thing to say about that tomor- 
row.

These American ministers who 
kept wanting to find the churches 
were a bit of a nuisance to a 
well-planned tour. At first, she 
had told us there were no func- 
tioning churches, but when we be- 
gan to find them on our own, she 
gave us the above explanation. 


I had to agree with her. The 
church in old Russia probably de- 
served the treatment it got and 
the attitude young Russians hold 
toward it today. When the church 
forsakes all the people and be 
comes too much a part of one 
class of the people, it is apt to 
become partner to the sing of 


that class. 

The church is operating again in 
Russia, however, as the university 
student finally had to admit when 
she accompanied us on a visit to 
one of the services of the Russian 
Orthodox Church. 


The major Christian church in 
Russia is the Orthodox. They re- 
port 20,000 to 25,000 churches ac- 
tive throughout the Soviet Union. 
Since this particular denomination 
keeps no membership registry, 
they do not know how many. ad- 
herents there are, The priest in 
one of the Moscow churches told 
us that he baptizes an average 
of 100 babies per month. 


There are 50 Orthodox churches 
in Moscow alone. The service is 
highly liturgical, with soul-moving 
music sung by priests, antiphonal 
choirs and the people. The service 
takes three hours, during which 
time the people stand. There are 
no pews. The three Orthodox 
churches we visited hold two or 
three services every week-day 
and Sunday. Every service we at- 
tended was crowded to the doors. 


This eastern branch of Chris- 
tianity split from Rome long be- 
fore the Protestant Reformation. 
Branches of the Orthodox tradi- 
tion outside Russia are very co- 
operative with Protestant denom- 
inations in the World Council of 
Churches and in this country 
with the National Council cf 
Churches. We were unable to 
have a scheduled conference with 
Metropolitan Nikolai because he 
was still in Denmark meeting 
with officials of the World Coun- 
cil. There is strong promise that 
the Russian Orthodox (Church, 
which up to this time has hot ac- 
cepted membership in the World 
Council, will do so shortly. 


The majority of the worship- 
pers are older women. As one of 
the priests said, “When one 
comes near the end of life, the 
need for faith reasserts itself.” 
Obviously, most of the worship- 
ers were crowding to the altars 
because of a deep-felt hunger for 
an assurance they had not found 
elsewhere in their godless society. 


To look carefully over any con- 
gregation, however, revealed 
faces of many men, and a surpris- 
ingly large number of younger 
people. Let us remember that 
only 5 per cent of the adult popu- 
lation of Russia is reported to be 
members of The Party. The most 
thorough program of indoctrina- 
tion is with the Pioneers, the chil- 
dren’s Communist group, and the 
Young Communist League, for the 
youth. In the age groups where 
the party program is most wide- 
spread the church is weakest. In 
the years when life becomes more 
real, mature men and women are 
finding that there is no comfort

However, they'll have to wait until 
Thursday for a shot at Burdette, a 20- 
game winner for the first time in his 
career. The incomparable Warren 
Spahn, the only southpaw ever to win 
20 games for nine seasons, goes against 
Whitey Ford in the first one. 


For no logical reason, the Yankees have been established as 
7-5 favorites to avenge last year’s licking. Perhaps the oddsmakers 
arrived at their decision through force of habit, for the Yankees 
have never lost twice in a row since 1922. 


The. Yankees will be facing a worthy opponent for the first 
time since the last series. No one denies that Stengel is steering 
a handicap horse, but the rest of the American League belongs 
in the first race at Sunshine Park. 


There was no race in the A.L. when Aug. 2 rolled around, the 
Yankees were winging out front by 17 games. They coasted under 
the wire bearing no resemblance to champions. They dropped three 
straight to Baltimore, two in Detroit and one in Boston before stop- 
ping the skid. 


—‘Never So Pitiful . . . So Thoroughly’ 


Old Hoyt Wilhelm added to the embarrassment by serving up a 
no-hitter against the champs during the siesta in Baltimore. Even 
the more avid Yankee boosters were disgusted with the windup. 


“T have seen all of the Bomber pennant winners in their final 
fortnights of competition—all 24 of them since 1921,” typed Dan 
Daniel, the dean of Yankee Boswells.

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They already held a 2-1 game edge, and you could hear a beer 
drop in County Stadium. It looked as though the Braves were merely 
another: pushover. But Johnny Logan doubled across the tying run 


in the home half of the tenth, and ex-Cracker Mathews powered a 


game-winning two-run homer. 


That was the turning point and the Braves went on to dethrone 
the perennial champions, four games to three, in a pulsating series. 


With Mantle and Skowron healthy, the Yankee regulars are in 
much finer physical fettle than a year ago. But the pitching staff 
isn’t. In this vital department, Milwaukee appears superior. For that 
reason, I believe the odds should be turned around. 


However, we'll know more about that late Wednesday afternoon 
after Stengel takes the wraps off Ford. The plucky southpaw hasn’t 
traveled the route since Aug. 8, when a sore elbow put him on the 
shelf. 


The Yankees are optimistic about Ford. He indicated in three 
tune-ups that he has recaptured his winning form. Last Friday 
night he surrendered only one hit—an inside-the-park homer—in 
a six-inning stint against Baltimore. 


If Ford is sound, he’ll work two games. Don Larsen, the man 
of no-hit and questionable fame, is always a question mark. Tommy 
Sturdivant, nursing a spike wound, doesn’t figure to help, and Johnny 
Kucks has been an in-and-outer. 


—Pitching Depth Should Switch the Odds 


Just before the battle, Bob Turley appears the best of the lot. 
The Braves probably don’t have a pitcher to match this strong- 
armed right-hander. Much depends, of course, on reliefer Ryne 
Duren, plagued by a knee injury and lack of control of late. 


Spahn, Burdette, Bub Buhl, Juan Pizarro, Bob Rush, ex-Crackers 
Carlton Willey, Don McMahon, and Bob Trowbridge. The Braves 
have more talent and depth in this department 


Mathews, Aaron, Covington and Adcock can hold their own in 
the power department with Mantle and Company. True, the Yankees 
scored almost 100 more runs this season than the Braves, but they 
were hitting against what passes for pitching in the pathetic Amer- 
ican League. From a defensive standpoint, the clubs appear even. 


Due largely to the pitching advantage, I think the Braves will 
successfully defend their crown in six games. However Turley 
is apt to prove a tough customer, indeed, for the Braves.

Burdette needs six more shutout innings to fracture Babe Ruth’s 
record.

When he shows up at the park Wednesday, Stengel will join

nine series. If the Yankees win it, Stengel will tie McCarthy’s mark 
of seven series triumphs. But that record looks secure at the kickoff.

Spahn, in a clubhouse interview Monday was quoted as 
saying that Stengel once told him he’d never be a good pitcher.
